Jn moſt humble deſires of that good convincing Spirit of Pꝛomiſe, to give us a 
right ſight and ſenſe of our great Uilenels, and his greater Goodnels, yet able to 
Haͤrdon, Recover and Heal us; We deſire to Bow down and Humble our Souls be⸗ 
koꝛe the mighty hand of God, that he may yet Pitty and Spare, Pardon and Heal, 
accoꝛding to the Greatneſs of his Power and Goodneſs : That his Name may be 
gloꝛiſied, and the Kingdom of our Lo2d Jeſus enlarged, and theſe Nations ſetled 
in Peace and Righteouſneſs, with Governoꝛs and Councellozs , Judges and 
Teachers after his own Mind and Heart, acco2ding to his Holy Woꝛd: And that 
He will not leave us in this Houre of Temptation, till he hath bꝛought us through 
all our Fears, Troubles and Darkneſs, unto True Reſt, Peace and Setlement, - 
Foz theſe great ends this Court hath appointed Friday the ſecond of December next, 
ſolemnly to ſeek the Face of God, with Faſting and P2ayer at Pauls.
